0 Be TRIED IN 
JUVENILE COURT: 
NU LIFE TER 


Decision by 
Judge—Maximum Pen- 
alty for Girl, 14, Who 
Killed Father Will Be 
Detention Until 21. 


Mary Catherine Reardon will be 
tried in Juvenile Court for being 
a delinquent by reason of murder, 
in connection with the death of 
her father, J. Vincent Reardon, it 
was announced today by Clayton 
Circuit Judge John A. Witthaus, 
serving as Juvenile Court Judge 
for the present term. 

“The maximum penalty the 14- 
year-old schoolgirl can _ receive 
through Juvenile Court is deten- 
tion, probably at the Industrial 
Home for Girls at Chillicothe, Mo., 
for seven years, until she is 21 
years old and no longer unde! 
Juvenile Court jurisdiction. She 
would not be subject to further 
charges at that time. 

Judge Witthaus said he decided 
to have Mary Reardon tried in 
Juvenile Court “after careful 
study.” The decision, he said, was 
based on a social study of the 
case and surrounding circum- 
stances by Juvenile Court proba- 
tion authorities. 

Decision to try the girl in Juve- 
nile Court eliminates all poss!bil- 
ity of a death penalty or life im- 
prisonment. Prosecuting Attorney 
Stanley Wallach previously had 
announced he would not seek a 
death penalty in the case. How- 
ever, had she been tried before a 
jury in Circuit Court she would 
have been subject to the same 
penalties for murder, if found 
guilty, as an adult. 

In Juvenile Court the charge is 
“delinquency by reason of mur- 
der,” with the fact of murder as 
an incidental element. The charg 
is based on the death of the girl 
father alone and not of 13-yéa 
Michael D'Arcy. 

Reardon and the D'Arcy boy 
both died of injuries suffered in 
the crash of the Reardon automo- 
bile, after Mary Reardon had shot 
her father in the head, causing 
him to lose control of the ma- 
chine, which plunged down an 
embankment on Clayton road near 
Warson road, Feb. 8. Reardon was 
returning Mary and young D'Arcy 
from a St. Charles county tourist 
cabin. where they had spent the 
night together. ; 

Authorities have not indicated 
whether a subsequent charge in- 
volving death of the D’Arcy boy 
will be filed against Mary Rear- 
don. 

Judge Witthaus said today he 
could not say whether the trial 
will be open to the public. In 
some cases juvenile hearings are 
held in closed sessions in the

FRANZ VON PAPE 
GETS FICHT YEARS 
AT HARD LABOR 


De - Nazification Court 


Also Orders Fortune of 
68-Year-Old Diplomat 
Confiscated. 


NUERNBERG, Feb. 24 (AP)— 
Franz von Papen, ace of Adolf 
Hitler’s diplomatic corps, was sen- 
tenced by a German de-Nazifica- 


tion court today to serve eight 
years at hard labor. 

Sentence was imposed by the 
seven-man court after it had 
found the former chancellor and 
ambassador guilty as a “major of- 
fender” who helped Hitler to 
power and stayed with the Nazi 
regime to the end. 

The court held that Von Papen 
was “not inwardly a Nazi, but 
submitted himself to the Nazis 
to gain his ends.” 

The court also ordered Von 
Papen's personal fortune confis- 
cated, 

Von Papen was acquitted of 
war crimes charges last October 
by the International Military Tri- 
bunal which sentenced Hermann 
Goering and 10 other Nazi leaders 
to death following a history-mak- 
ing ,trial here, 

Von Papen now is 68 years old 
and has hardening of the arteries. 
The court’s sentence was regarded 
as tantamount to a life term, 

Von Papen’s Estates. 

Von Papen’s confiscated prop- 
erty includes centuries-old estates 
in both the French and British 
zones of Germany. Von Papen was 
barred from entering both zones 
after his acquittal at the war 
crimes trial and was forced to re- 
main in the United States zone.

A 28-page report prepared by a 
C.E.D Research and Policy Com- 
mittee on collective bargaining, 
recommended several revisions of 
the Wagner Act in favor of em- 
ployers and an amendment ot the 
Clayton Act to bring certain types 
of union activity under the anti- 
trust laws. 

It favored regulations to require 
that no strike be called or strike 
vote taken until bargaining has 


had a chance to function and the

portunity .> settle the dispute, 
Coercive> Action Rejectel. 

The report rejected legislation 
providing for “super-boards, com- 
pulsory ‘rbitration, government 
seizure or other coercive devices” 
as tending to retard and not ad- 
vance the development of collec- 
tive bargaining and tending to 
jeopardize the maintenance of a 
free economy. 

It carried this rejection into the 
field of utilities regulated by fed- 
eral and state commissions, hold- 
ing that while such utilities al- 
ready are supervised to a great ex- 
tent “there are wide areas of dis- 
cretion in the conduct of a pub- 
licly - regulated business which 
would inevitably be narrowed or 
destroyed if compulsory arbitra- 
tion of labor disputes in public 
utilities were adopted.” 

The report is the result of an 
eight-month study by business 
men and labor relations experts.

The shortage of freight cars is 
disrupting coal shipments to ‘St.

Another 
factor is the Canadian govern- 
ment’s action in requisitioning 
boxcars to facilitate grain ship- 
ments from western Canada to 
eastern ports for export to Euro- 
pean areas of acute food shortage. 

Representatives of railroads, 
steel companies and freight car 
manufacturing concerns will meet 
in Washington Wednesday with 
a subcommittee of the Senate In- 
terstate Commerce Committee to 
study the situation. :

The plane was ‘piloted by Lt. 
Bobbie Joe Cavnar, 22 years old, 
of Okmulgee, Okla.. who landed 
his heavy four-engined plane be- 
side the wreckage of the B-29 
which crashed last Friday, the 
ATC announced.

Apparently none of the 11 men 
was injured. They were crew 
members of the B-29 Kee Bird 
which became lost and ran out 
of gasoline while on a photograph- 
ic mission from Ladd Field at 
Fairbanks, Alaska, more than 2000 
miles from the scene of the crash.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (AP)— 
A Senate poll showed today that 
Dayid E. Lilienthal needs the 
votes of only eight of 23 unde- 
cided Senators to win confirma- 
tion as chairman of the Atomic 
Energy Commission. 

An Associated Press check over 
the weekend of all except four of 
the Senate’s 95 members listed 
40 in favor of President Truman's 
nominee and 28 opposed. If a full 
membership were on hand when 
the issue comes to a vote, 48 
“ayes” would be necessary for 
confirmation. 

The Associated Press poll 
showed that 68 Senators have 
made up their minds, although 
only 38 were willing to state their 
stand publicly now—22 in favor 
and 16 opposed. Of 30 who agreed 
to confide their position without 
being named, 18 are favorable and 
12 opposed, 

On party lines 22 Republicans 
are against Lilienthal and 13 for 
him. The Democrats split 27 for 
and six against.

Tell House Committee 
Strike at Plant Was Or- 
dered by Communist 
Party — Offer 7 Legis- 
lative ‘Remedies.’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (UP)— 
Five executives of the _ Allis- 
Chalmers Co. today charged the 
existence of a Communist fifth 
column in the labor movement 
with the purpose of undermining 
the United States Government. 

They told the House Labor Com- 
mittee that the leadership of Local 
248 of the CIO United Automobile 
Workers in the firm's strikebound 
West Allis (Wis.) farm machinery 
Plant is “unquestionably com- 
munistic...and is the active tool 
of the Communist party.” 

The executives charged that the 
current 10-month strike at West 
Allis resulted from a fraudulent 
strike vote and was “called at the 
direction of the Communist party 
t, interfere with reconversion or 
for other secret purposes of the 
Communist party.” 

Seven “Remedies.” 

Contending that “the menace of 
Communism is general through- 
out the United States and not 
merely a local problem of Allis- 
Chalmers,” they called for these 

seven legislative “remedies”: 

1. A bar on the closed shop. 

2. An amendment to the Na- 
tional Labor Relations Act to 
make “any coercive interference 
with the right to work during a 
strike” an unfair labor practice. 

3. An amendment making it 
an unfair labor practice for a 
union to publish or utter “un- 
truthful statements concerning 
the employer, his officers or 
agents, and vice versa.” 

4. A provision making illegal 
any strike that is not voted by 
more than 50 per cent of the 
workers in the bargaining unit, 
the vote to be ‘conducted under 
supervision of a governmental or 
other acceptable impartial 
agency. 

5. A provision giving a mi- 
nority group of employes the 
right to appeal to the National 
Labor Relations Board when 
“the exercise of democratic 
rights are being withheld by the 
union leadership.” 

6 An amendment to make it 
an unfair labor practice for a 
union to fail to meet with an 
employer for collective bar- 
gaining. 

7. A provision setting up rules 
of good conduct for employes 
and unions, 

The five who testified were 
Harold W. Story, vice president; 

A. K. Brintall, manager of the 
firm's labor relations department; 
E. F. Ohrman, assistant to the 
vice president in charge of manu- 
facturing: K. W. Haagensen, 
public relations director, and J. L. 
Waddleton, manager of the labor 
gection legal division. 

They testified after two com- 
mittee members—Representatives 
John Lesinski (Dem.), Michigan, 
and Ray J. Madden (Dem.), In- 
diana — accused their Republican 
colleagues of “building up a one- 
gided smear campaign against 
unions.” 

The two said that, if the com- 
mittee starts writing a labor re- 
form bill this week, as indicated, 
it would “be convicting labor with- 
out giving it a chance to defend 
itself.” They charged that “almost 
90 per cent of the testimony to 
date has come from people op- 
posed to labor.” 

“Threat to Democracy.” 

The Allis-Chalmers officers told 
the committee that “the misuse 
of power by Communistic union 
leaderships holds the real threat 
to democracy because the Commu- 
nistic leaders are following the 
dictates of the Soviet Union, 
whose aim is the destruction of 


Finances of International Auto 
Union in Precarious State; Plan 
For Supervision by 3 Trustees 


in the Main, 


Right Wing Members Decide to Campaign 
for Proposal—Resources of Locals, 


Not Depleted.

DETROIT, Feb. 24—A movement 
is underway in the ranks of the 
CIO United Automobile Workers 
to bring about the election of 
three trustees to supervise the 
financial affairs of the interna- 
tional, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

Decision to make a convention 
fight next fall for a trusteeship 
was reached at a secret caucus 
here after disclosure by George F. 
Addes, secretary-treasurer of the 
UAW, that: its finances were in a 
precarious position. 

The caucus, attended by about 
100 members of the “right-wing” 
group of the faction-ridden union, 
voted unanimously to circularize 
locals to organize a pre-convention 
campaign for the proposal. Most 
of the participants belong to the 
faction backing Walter P. Reuther, 
president of the UAW, which 
usually is aligned against adher- 
ents of Addes and Rolland J. 
Thomas, former union head. 

Union finances reached such a 
low ebb that it became neces- 
sary last December for the In- 
ternational Executive Board to 
levy a special per capita assess- 
ment of $1 on the union’s 850,000 
members to replenish a strike 
fund that had become‘ exhausted 
after expenditure of more than 
$1,000,000. In recent months it 
had paid out about $150,000 a 
month, primarily to finance -the 
protracted strikes at Allis- 
Chalmers and the J. I. Case Co. 

General revenue of the interna- 
tional, apart from -the special 
strike fund, was in such a depleted 
stage as early as last May, the 
Post-Dispatch learned, that it be- 
came necessary to borrow $250,000 
to meet the payroll. The loan, 
which enabled the international] to 
“keep in the black,” was obtained 
equally from the CIO Amalga- 
mated Clothing Workers and the 
steel workers. It has not been 
repaid. 

Drop in Union Funds. 

A recent report by Addes, for 
the fiscal year ended May 31, 1946, 
showed that in May, 1945, when 
Germany surrendered, the inter- 
national union had a total of $2,- 
185,383 in cash and bonds. Twelve 
months later, the total had shrunk 
to $158,000. 

Slump in revenue, Addés point- 
ed out, was due primarily to a 
drastic falling off in membership 
during the postwar conversion pe- 
riod. Until last June the member- 
ship ranged around 550,000 com- 
pared with 1,080,666 in May, 1945. 

Income, which for two years 
averaged more than $500,000 a 
month, was cut to -half that 
amount while general expendi- 
tures continued. The international 
receives 65 cents of monthly dues 
of $1.50, the locals retaining the 
rest. Of the international’s 65-cent 
share, five cents goes to the CIO 
proper and five cents is tagged 
for the special strike fund, leaving 
55 cents for operating expenses. 

Dues were increased from $1 to 
$1.50 a month after a convention 
fight last March and for the first 
time an international strike fund 
was. established. It was started 
with a $1 assessment, besides ap- 
proval of the five-eent split. 

At the time of the convention 
Addes estimated the union could 
break even if an average of 700,- 
000 dues-paying members was 
maintained. Only in recent months 
has that figure been reached. Con- 
sequently, the international union’s 
financial position is better than it 
was at the end of its last fiscal 
year, May 31, but it is still none 
too secure. Addes said recently it 
had a reserve now of about $400,- 
000. He expressed the hope it 
would increase to $1,200,000 by 
next autumn, 

The depleted strike fund, how- 
ever, remains a headache, In an 
official statement supporting the 
current special assessment to re- 
plenish it Addes pointed out:— 

Funds and Strike Morale. 

“With economic conditions and 
labor-management relations as 
they are today, good judgement 
dictates that the UAW have a 


strike fund large enough to aid’ 


members on strike in keeping with 
the strength and prestige of the 
union and warn employers and 
‘the industry that the UAW is 
‘prepared to fight, if need be, for 
attainment of its objectives,” 
Addes said that a strike fund 
“with disbursements exceeding in- 
come” Carries little or no weight, 
It weakens the union at the con- 
ference table, he added, and under- 
mines morale on the picket line. 
“Labor’s right to strike,” Addes 
stated, “backed up by a substan- 
tial fund for the relief of strikers, 
is the most powerful weapon be- 
‘tonging to organized workers. The 
UAW, for its own preservation, 
must keep the weapon fit and 
ready to use at all times.” 
Disclosure of the union's finan- 
cial situation has caused comment 
in the automotive trade press to 
the effect that the union would be 
financially unable to finance a 
strike this spring. Unbiased ob- 
servers are of opinion that the 
UAW, like the steelworkers, has 
adopted a more conciliatory atti- 


}tude and would fall back on a 


strike as a last resort. Many of 
the UAW workers who partici- 
pated in the 113-day General Mo- 
tors strike last spring are dis- 
inclined to go through anymore 
payless layoffs. 
Walter Reuther, president of 
the union, has advanced the ar- 
gument that the automotive in- 
dustry can meet the union’s 
proposal for a 23%-cent-an-hour 
increase out of profits without 
price increases, He stated, how- 
ever, at a recent CIO wage con- 
ference at Pittsburgh that the 
23%-cent-an-hour figure might 
represent, in effect, a negotiat- 
ing figure. Many close to the 
automotive industry have ex- 
pressed the opinion that a settle- 
ment in the neighborhood of & 
15-cent-an-hour increase may be 
arranged without a strike. 
Appraisal of the actual wealth 
of the UAW, however, must take 
into account not only the funds 
allocated the international through 
dues received at the locals but 
the reserves in the treasuries of 
about 1000 locals throughout the 
country. Except in rare cases, at 
places where strikes actually were 
in progress, they have not been 
depleted. ° 

The local unions carried the 
main burden of the General 
Motors strike, staged before the 
international had a strike fund. 
In event of emergency, it has been 
pointed out to the Post-Dispatch 
by union leaders, the local union 
might be depended upon to supply 
the funds for a strike if they 
deemed the international to be 
endangered. 

Local Union Survey. 

No definite tabulation has been 
made of this potential financial 
strength, The international board 
recently sent a questionnaire to 


‘the local unions in an effort to 


find out how: much each is really 
worth. It is regarded as possible 
that the figures may be forthcom- 
ing at a crucial board meeting 
which will convene at Louisville, 
Ky., March 17, 

It is known that Local 600, rep- 
resenting 65,000 Ford employes, 
largest local in the world, has 
$1.058,574 in liquid assets, includ- 
ing $743,394 cash on hand, It has 
a special strike fund of about 
$219,000. Other locals, some scaling 
down to a few hundred members, 
boast substantial reserves. Most 
own their own buildings, 

The fluctuating financial af- 
fairs of the UAW represent the 
changing conditions in a union 
which in 10 years has grown from 
nothing to be one of the world’s 
largest. Unlike the wealthy United 
Mine Workers, with a stable back- 
log of 525,000 dues-paying miners 
and ‘ew extra-curricular expendi- 
tures—such as the auto workers’ 
elaborate and expensive educa- 
tional program—it hag not had 
opportunity to accumulate a re- 
serve. Even the musicians’ union, 
with a total membership of about 
100,000, can count on $2,500,000 
annually from royalties on the 
broadcasting of transcripts, alone.

ROBERT R. YOUNG 


Federation Will Seek to 
Get Lines Into Hands of 
Security Owners, He 
Says. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (AP)— 
Robert R. Young today announced 
formally formation of a new rail- 
road organization and declared its 
purpose will be “to get the rail- 
roads of the country out of the 
hands of the bankers and into the 
hands of their rightful owners— 
the security owners.” 

It will be called the Federation 
for Railway Progress, Young told 
reporters its goal is one million 
members, recruited from _ rail- 
roads, railroad security holders, 
railroad labor and the general 
public, 

Young, chairman of the board 
of the Chesapeake & Ohio Rail- 
road and a power in other lines, 
recently took the C, & O,, the 
Nickel Plate and the Pere Mar- 
quete roads out of the Associa- 
tion of American Railroads, which 
long has been the central repre- 
sentation agency for the nation’s 
rail carriers and which Young 
described as “a broken-down lob- 
b 1 
‘Toune said C. & O,, Nickel Plate 
and Pere Marquette would be 
charter members of the new fed- 
eration, along with the Alleghany 
Corp., a railroad holding com- 
pany which he took over in 1937. 
Headquarters of the federation 
will be Cleveland. 

Stettinius Heads Committee. 

Young said Edward R. Stettin- 
ius Jr., former Secretary of State, 
has accepted an invitation to head 
a special advisory comrnittee to 
the new federation. 

The committee, Young said, will 
serve without pay and will help 
to guide federation policy. 

When a reporter asked, “what 
is the biggest thing wrong with 
the railroads?” Young shot back: 

“Wall Street control and Wash- 
ington regulation run neck and 
neck in that race.” ° 

The organization would push 
for “efficient combinations” of 
existing lines, Young said. He ex- 
pressed the personal view that 
the present 135 Class One rail- 
roads could best be operated as 
25 integrated carriers. 

“What is the federation going 
to do that the A.A.R, doesn't do?” 
he was asked. 

“We are going to give a voice 
to the passengers, for one thing,” 
he said. 

Car Shortage and ICC. 

Concerning the current acute 
railroad boxcar shortage situation 
Young said: 

“The ICC is the chief culprit. 
I've gone in there repeatedly and 
They take 
the position that the railroads 
are overbuilt. The Securities Ex- 
change Commission ought to be 
investigating the ICC bécause the 
system is a fraud that threatens 
the national safety. It is a trav- 
esty on justice to have the ICC 
in a position where it can wipe 
out capital on the ground that it 
cannot earn anything, and at the 
same time be in a position where 
it can fix rates so that capital 
cannot possibly earn anything.”

SENATE GROUP VOTES TO BAR 
NEARLY ALL PORTAL CLAIMS 


Judiciary Committee Approves Measure by 
9 to 3—Propdsal Includes Two-Year 
Statute of Limitations.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 24 (AP)—| 


The Senate Judiciary Committee 


today approved, by a 9-to-3 vote, 
legislation outlawing nearly all 
portal-to-portal pay claims. 

Chairman Wiley (Rep.), Wiscon- 
son, told reporters the committee 
approved “substantially the same 
bill” which a judiciary subcommit- 
tee voted for last week. 

He listed these major changes: 

1. The bill now includes a two- 
year statute of limitation, rather 
than the three-year’ limitation 
voted by the subcommittee. This 
provision still becomes operative 
Only if the Supreme Court should 
void provisions outlawing all exist- 
ing and future portal claims ex- 
cept those covered by contract or 
custom, , . 

‘2. Under the revised version, 
suits may be filed either by in- 
dividual employes, or by a worker 
acting on behaJf of a group of 
fellow employes. This does not 
petmit suits by unions. As in 
the case of the first change, these 
suits would be recognized only if 
the high court knocks out the 
“null and void” provisions. 

How Senators Voted. 

The bill was approved by Re- 
publican Senators Wiley, Fergu- 
son, Michigan; Revercomb, West 
Virginia; Moore, Oklahoma: Don- 
nell, Missouri, and Cooper, Ken- 
tucky. 

Democrats approving were Sen- 
ators McCarran, Nevada; East- 
land, Mississippi, and Fulbright, 
Arkansas, 

Senators Magnuson (Dem), 
Washington; McGrath (Dem.), 


Rhode Island, and Langer (Rep.), 
North Dakota, voted against the 
measure, 

Senator Kilgore (Dem.), West 
Virginia, the other member of the 
committee, was not present. 

Wiley said the bill primarily 
would outlaw retroactively present 
claims stemming from activities 
performed outside the ‘working 
day as understood by contract or 
custom. It would bar also such 
claims in the future. 

“Insurance” Provision. 

A second part of the bill is re- 
garded by the committee as in- 
surance against the first part be- 
ing knocked out in court. It 
would remain inoperative other- 
wise, 

If invoked, the second section 
would bar collection of extra dam- 
ages; require that suits either be 
filed individually, or by one em- 
ploye on behalf of others; relieve 
the employer of paying the claim- 
ant’s attorney; shift the burden 


‘of proof to employe, and permit 


compromise settlement of past and 
future claims. 

McGrath said he voted against 
the bill because he 
mitted to submit an amendment 
in committee. He said he plans 
to offer an amendment on the 


Senate floor which would permit | 


any employe who can show “sub- 
stantial injury” to file a portal 
suit, despite the outlawing pro-

Under such a system, he 
told one questioner, “John L. Lewis 
would be compelled to bargain—if 
he didn’t he would have disobeyed 
the law.” 

The committee noted 
proposal for at least 10 
compulsory mediation 
markedly from suggestion for 
cooling-off periods “and other 
time consuming mechanisms 
which have been aimed primarily 
at strike postponement.” 

Since, the report went on, strikes 
affect the public interest so keen- 
ly, jt is in the public interest to 
make sure no strike occurs unless 
the union members really want to 
strike. It was proposed therefore 
that legislation be enacted which 
would assure democratic strike 
votes, with a strike requiring the 
approval of the majority of union 
members voting. The strike vote 
should be taken promptly and se 
cretly. To guarantee democratic 
procedure, the vote should be 
supervised by a third party chosen 
by union and employer, or by the 
Mediation Service if the two prin- 
cipals could not agree. 

Attitude on Injunction, 

“As with all labor legislation,” 
the committee said, “the problem 
of enforcement must be ap. 
proached carefully. Labor tradi- 
tionally, and not without: cause, 
has opposed ‘injunction rule.’ It 
has opposed the use of the courts 
by employers against. strikers, 
picketing and boycott. The com- 
mittee recognizes there is some 
justification for labor’s attitude. 

“It submits, however, that this 
opposition is not warranted if the 
use of the injunction is restricted 
to enforce compliance with a law 
which simply requires procedures 
to be followed that will aid collec- 
tive bargaining. The committee 
proposes that the Norris-La 
Guardia act and the Wagner act 
be amended to provide that the 
courts may enjoin violation of the 
requirements for the 10-day medi- 
ation and democratic strike vote 
procedures.” 

The committee's recommenda- 
tions evolved from the basic beliefs 
that America cannot afford indus- 
trial strife, that there is “no royal 
road to industrial harmony,” that 
the public will not tolerate “‘con- 
tinuance of the civil war which 
prevailed in 1946” and that free 
collective bargaining must be 
made to function more satisfac- 
torily immefiiately.

A master plan is needed in pre- 
paring for the growth of the city 
and to halt migration into St. 
Louis county, Mrs. Goldstein said. 
She suggested adoption by a com- 
Mission, rather than by. the Baard 
of Alkjermen, to make the plan 
more flexible, 

Edwin A. Smith, an attorney 
and chairman of the General 
Council on Civic Needs, told the 
Aldermen that the council is fav- 
orable to the proposed ordinance. 
Smith was engaged in discussion 
by Aldermen Louis Lange on 
points raised by real estate deal- 
ers regarding the effect on prop- 
erty if the plan, outlining im- 
provements, is filed with the Re- 
corder of Deeds.

500-MILE CRUDE OIL PIPELINE 
PLANNED; LINK TO WOOD RIVER 


Plans fer construction of a §00- 
mile cruce oil pipeline from the 
Permian basin in west Texas and 
southeast New Mexico to Cushing, 
Okla. where a connection will be 
made to pipelines serving the Shell 
Oil Co. refinery in Wood River, 
were arnounced today by the Shell 
Pipe Line Cogp. and the Texas 
Pipelire Co. at- Houston, Tex. 

The line, which will be a joint 
undertaking of the two companies, 
is expected to be completed early 
next year. With a normal carry- 
ing capacity of 150,000 barrels 
daily, it will be the largest crude 
oil line yet constructed in the 
United States with private capital. 
It is expected to aid greatly in re- 
lieving the critical situation in 
west Texas, where crude oil pro- 
cuction is limited by lack of pipe- 
Tine outlets, company officers said. 

The line, which witl be 20 to 24 
inches in diameter, will originate 
in Jal, N. M., and pass through 
Wink, Midland, Westhrook and 
Wichita Falls, Tex. to Cushing. At 
Cushing, connections will be made 
to Shell lines serving Wood River 
and to Texas-Empire Pipe Line 
Co. facilities operating to Lock- 
port and Lawrenceville, Ill, and 
East Chicago, Ind.

UNIONS GIVING NO 
HELP ON BILLS, 
SAYS ELLENDER 


Senator Asserts Congress 
Must ‘Take Bull by 
Horns and Write Its 
Own Ticket.’ 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (AP)— 
Senator Ellender (Dem.), Louis- 
jana, said today that Congress 
must “take the bull by the horns 


and write its own ticket” on labor 
legislation because union leaders 
“are not co-operating.” 

“I have been most disapppointed 
by their showing,” said Ellender, a 
Senate Labor Committee Pei 

He told a reporter the commit- 
tee expected but got no aid from 
AFL President William Green. 
CIO President Philip Murray and 
United Auto Workers’ President 
Walter Reuther, 

They and other union officers 
sharply assailed most pending leg- 
islation in testifying before the 
committee last week. 

Ellender said there is “absolute- 
ly no doubt” that Congress will 
outlaw jurisdictional strikes and 
secondafy boycotts. 

A jurisdictional dispute is one 
in which two unions disagree over 
which should do certain work. 

In a secondary boycott, one 
union refuses to handle a mer- 
chant’s products which have been 
made or handled by another union. 
Ellender predicted also that Con- 
gress would: 

1. Make unions liable to federal 
court suits for breach of contract. 

2. Separate the United States 
Conciliation Service from the La- 
bor Department. 

3. Set up a procedure for “real- 
istic” collective bargaining, includ- 
ing compulsory mediation. 

Ellender foresees “no chance” 
for legislation which would pro- 
hibit industry-wide bargaining and 
the closed shop, but said he is 
“willing to go so far” as to make 
strikes over the closed shop il- 
legal. 

Under closed shop agreements, 
workers must be union members 
to get a job. 


CONCRETE PIPE MAKERS 


Opening sessions of the thirty- 
ninth annual convention of the 
American Concrete Pipe Associa- 
tion were held today at Hotel 
Statler. Panel discussions of 
manufacturing and business prob- 
lems of the industry were held. 

A higher volume of business in 
the concrete pipe industry in 1947 
was forecast yesterday at a pre- 
convention meeting of the board 
of directors of the national group. 
Production figures were quoted at 
about 1,500,000 tons for 1945 and 
2,287,807 for 1946. Elmer L. John- 
son, president, of Colton, Calif., 
said maximum production would 
not be achieved this year because | 
of shortages of steel and about 
3000 skilled workers. 

Speakers tomorrow will describe 
uses of concrete pipe in reclam- 
ation projects and highway pro- 
grams. The convention will end 
at noon Wednesday.

TRUMAN URGES U.S. 
TO SHARE IN WORLD 
REFUGEE UNIT PLAN 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (AP)— 
President Truman today asked 
Congress to authorize the United 
States to participate in an inter- 
national refugee organization. 

Truman said there are more 
than 1,000,000 displaced persons 
still in Germany, Austria and 
Italy. 

“Almost two thirds of these are 
under United States care and con- 
trol,” he told Congress. “The 
Allied military victory over the 
Axis powers brought with it a 
practical and moral responsibility 
with reference to victims of the 
Axis.” 

In requesting this approval, Tru- 
man said it was of the “utmost 
importance” that the organization 
be established as soon as possible, 
He added: 

“It would indeed’ be serious if 
it were not in a position to begin 
operations on July 1 of this year. 

“It is not unreasonable that 
many of the other potential mem- 
bers of the international refugee 
organization should watch closely 
the attitude of the United States 
before making their own definite 
commitments, I feel sure that 
with the firm and prompt leader- 
ship of the United States, this 
organization will be in a position 
to function us an international 
body to perform an essential in- 
ternational service.” 

Truman said the refugee organi- 
zation will have no governmental 
power and no effect on the laws’ 
of its members. Its funds would 
be obtained by appropriations of 
participating nations. 

“It will be solely a service or- 
ganization to aid in the solution of 
a common:problem,” the President 
said. 

Senators Vandenberg’ (Rep.), 
Michigan and Connally (Dem.), 
Texas, introduced a resolution to 
give congressional approval to 
participation in the organization

Lip Tattooing ag Approved 
By Racing Association 


NEW YORK, Feb. 24 (UP)— 
The Thoroughbred Racing Asso- 
‘ciation announced yesterday that 
its members unanimously have 
approved lip tattooing as a means 
of identifying horses, and all 
thoroughbreds will have to be tat- 
tooed by mid-1948. 

Spencer Drayton, chief of the 
T.R.A. Protective Bureau, devel- 
oped the lip tattoo through eight 
months of study and experimenta- 
tion, and said he believed it was 
the best way to prevent substitu- 
tion of “ringers.” 

The tattooing will be done free 
by T.R.P.B. crews at _ race 
tracks.

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Bombers Win in Last 2 Minutes 


Logan’s Long 
Shots Decide 
71-66 Thriller 


By Bob Broeg 


A fancy exhibitton of set-shoot- 
ing by a nimble Philadelphia for- 
ward, the smailest player on the 


floor, nearly ran the Bombers out 
of the Arena and first place in 


the Western Division of the Bas- 
ketball Association of America 
last night. But as the big red 
second hand on the giant clock 


close to the roof swept into the 
final two minutes, St. Louis held 
its half-game lead on similar scor- 
ing agcuracy from far out. 

For most of the game Angelo 
Musi, who seems smaller than his 
height of 5 feet, 10 inches, swished 
through the nets breath-taking 
field goals that seemed  back- 
breaking to the Bombers’ chances 
of staying ahead of Chicago’s am- 
bitious Stags in the _ sectional 
Standings. However, in those 
thrilling climactic moments, curly- 
haired John Logan ef the white- 
shirted local team stole Musi’s 
thunder—and the ball game. 

Mickey Mouse Musi scored 22 
points, 18 of them gained in the 
most spectacular exhibition of 
long-distance sharp-shooting of the 
B.A.A. season here. Logan was 


the individual goal-getting run- 
ner-up, tallying 17 points. Most 
important, the versatile athlete, 
with the lucky No. 7 on the back 
of his white jersey, scored the 
decisive points in the Bombers’ 
71-to-66 victory over Philadel- 
phia’s Eastern Division runners- 
up. 


Tense Moments. 

Despite a strong second-half 
surge, St. Louis still trailed by 
two points with seconds more than 
two minutes ta play. Then Logan 
set himself and arched through a 
long field goal, tying tlfe score at 
64 to 64. Fifteen seconds later 
the former University of Indiana 
flash cut loose with another dis- 
tant shot that seemed as reckless 
as a Sunday driver. But the ball 
strummed the basket mesh. 

Victory soon was assured, as the 
Warriors wilted, and the triumph 
was particularly pleasant, for at 
half-time the home team’s chances 
appeared slimmer than a 30-day 
diet. Not only were the Bombers 
12 points behind an improved 
squad that some observers now 
consider the best in the league, 


but two of their starting stalwarts/|: °_: 


—Center Bob Doll and Guard 
John Barr—already haf been 
charged with four fouls’ each. 
And, you know, a player only one 
foul away from banishment usual- 
ly becomes as cautious as a blind 
man crossing the street. 

Somehow Barr, who sparked the 
Bombers’ third-quarter rally with 
four quick field goals, escaped 
ejection. Doll fouled out with four 
minutes of that period unplayed, 
but not before the 6-foot, 5-inch 
Colorado defensive star contrib- 
uted largely to a newsworthy 
achievement. You see, Joe Fulks, 
the first 1000-point player in pro- 
fessional basketball history, was 
held to 13 points, 11 under his 
astonishing average. 

Low Total for Full Game. 

“That's the lowest number Joe 
has scored.” acknowledged Eddie 
Gottlieb, the Warriors’ coach. “Oh, 
in two games in which he was il] 
and played only a few minutes 
he didn't get more than eight. 
But playing his average time, 
about 42 minutes, the fewest 
points Joe had scored was 17.” 

Last night Falks was on the 
floor the entire game—48 minutes 
—hut Doll, constantly leaping in 
frortt of the offensive wizard to 
intercept passes or crowd him on 
his favorite shots, kept the “Babe 
Ruth of basketball” under rea- 
sonable control. Then Barr and 
Gifford Roux alternated capably 
on Fulks after Doll went out. 

The crowd of 4954 spectators, 
who came to life along with the 
Bombers in the rousing second 
half, could point to other St. Louis 
standouts. Newcomer  Belus 
Smawley, with shoulders almost as 
wide as Pepper Martin’s, scored 
eight important baskets. And Phi 
Beta Kappa George Munroe, a 
clever dribbler, calmly controlled 
the ball after Ken Loeffler’s team 
went in front to stay. 

But those two l-o-n-g baskets by 
Logan under pressure represented 
the payoff punch, the stitch-in- 
time scoring that assured first 
piace for another day—at least 
until the fast-finishing Bombers 
take the floor tomorrow night at 
Cleveland.

PROFESSORS’ GROUP ENDS 
ITS BLACKLIST OF ST. LOUIS U. 


St. Louis University was one of 
three institutions removed from 
the blacklist of the American As- 
sociation of University Professors, 
by unanimous vote at a meet- 
ing of the national organization 
in Boston yesterday. The others 
were the University of’ Pittsburgh 
and the University of Tennessee. 

By this action, St. Louis Uni- 
versity is restored to good stand- 
ing with the professorial body, 
which censured the university in 
an official report in December 
1939 for the dismissal of Dr. 
Moyer S. Fleisher as _ professor 
and head of the bacteriology de- 
partment in the Medical School. 

Dr. Fleisher’s removal was 
caused by his active part in spon- 
soring a meeting in support of 


the Spanish Loyalist cause, in 
one of the halls of Kiel Audi- 


torilum in May 1937. The ground 
of offense in this incident was 
that the chief speaker at the 
meeting was billed as “the Rev. 
Father Michael O’Flanagan, fam- 
ous Irish Catholic priest.”

Diverts Airport Expansion Funds 
for Program.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 24 (AP)— 
A $54,000,000 program for making 
air travel safer was handed to 
the Senate last night with a rec- 
ommendation that the Treasury 


foot the entire bill. The proposals 
came from the, Senate Commerce 
Committee as a result of the spe- 
cial inquiry into air crashes by 
a five-man “air safety” subcom- 
mittee headed by Senator Brew- 
ster (Rep.), Maine. , 

Brewster told reporters the en- 
tire program could be completed 
within 18 months and the funds 
could be found without upsetting 
President Truman’s budget pro- 
posals or economy plans of Con- 
gress. But the report show-d that 
most of the money—$42,7".0,000~— 
would have to be diverted from 
a $45,000,000 fund Congress voted 
last session to expand airports. 

As to the proposed diversion 
expected to stir protests from 
states and cities planning new or 
improved airports, the report de- 
clared: 

“There is much to be said for 
adequately equipping existing air- 
ports to serve the safety of the 
traveling pUblic before adding to 
the hazards by building more air- 
ports.” 

During the public hearings, sev- 

eral witnesses suggested that air- 
lines might pay back part of the 
costs through a special tax on 
gasoline or reduced rates on Gov- 
ernment air traffic. But the com- 
mittee ruled this out. Because of 
the “critical financial conditions 
of most domestic and internation- 
al American flag airlinea” its re- 
port said, such payments “may 
force one, and possibly more (air- 
lines) into bankruptcy.” 
Legislation to authorize the di- 
version of funds must be intro- 
duced later. 
Brewster said the proposed safe- 
ty program, calling for installation 
of war-tested equipment and de- 
vices, should allow “more than 
90 per cent of commercial air- 
craft” to operate in this country 
under all weather conditions. 

Safety Record Improving. 
The Senators noted that sched- 
uled air travel safety in this coun- 
try has improved steadily in re- 
cent years, with accident records 
showing “that transportation by 
air on domestic American flag air- 
lines is among the safest forms 
of travel available.” The Brew- 
ster subcommittee criticized oper- 
ations by “non-scheduled carriers,

Of Will and Jack 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Around the turn of the century, per- 
haps 1904, I read Jack London's “Be- 
fore Adam.” Then there appeared som¢ 
appealing element in London’s treatment 
of the subject. However, at that time I 
was enamored of Shakespeare—with the 
materialism of Richard III, with Hot- 
spur and his challenge to all supernat- 
ural claims. and with the modestly- 
expressed prowess of Prince Hal, who 
slaughtered the brave Scot. 

I had read a biographical sketch of 
Jack London before today. It appeared, 
I believe in the S.E.P. With so much 
else to read it did not leave a proper 
impress upon my understanding. Today 
I read an abbreviated version of his ca- 
reer in the Reader’s Digest, which left 
me with the unconditional conclusion 
that Jack London was one of the great- 
est geniuses that has ever appeared upon 
the literary scene. 

If you happened to have read the R.D.’s 
abbreviation, you will have noticed that 
he started out handicapped beyond re- 
demption. He was an illegitimate child. 
Without education, with nothing but his 
own forceful genius, he carved for him- 
self a place in literature that if anything 
is far and above that of Edgar Allen 
Poe. 

Jack died at the early age of 40; 
Shakespeare lived to die after a drunk- 
en get-together at the age of 54. Both 
were drunkards! Poe also. 

But what I would like to remind you, 
the “brief chroniclers of the time,” is 
that Shakespeare was a rewrite man; 
he wrote of nothing closer to his cur- 
rent surroundings than several hundred 
years and fm some instances a thousand! 
Jack London wrote of present circum- 
stances, of present events, without the 
aid of the printed word via history and 
old folks’ tales handed down from cen- 
turies before. : 

Yes sir, I for one believe that the 
genius of Jack London was not only 
equal to that of the famous Bard of 
Avon but perhaps worthier of fame.

General of the Armies} 


Grant of Illinois, Pershing of Missouri, Eisen- 
hower of Kansas—is it simple coincidence that 
the commanders of the American armies in all 
the great wars since the Revolution have come 
from the Mfdwest? . Or is there in this section a 
democracy, a ruggedness, a sense of adventure 
left over from pioneer days that: molds men to 
command? 

Leave the question to the historians. Today 
St. Louis, one-time home of Grant and in the 
home state of Pershing, welcomes Gen, Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, not long since Commanding Gen- 
eral of the Allied Forces in the European Theater 
and now Chief of Staff of the United States 
Army. 

In the late summer of 1941, at the Army ma- 
neuvers in the piney woods of Louisiana, he was 
Col. Eisenhower, chief of staff of the Third Army. 
Less than a year later he was Commanding Gen- 
eral in the European Theater, charting campaigns 
which were to make his forces victorious in Han- 
nibal’s Carthage, Napoleon’s Paris, Caesar’s Rome 
and Bismarck’s Berlin. 

This most spectacular of modern military pro- 
motions was achieved without influence in high 
places—other than the influence earned by merit. 
The grandson of Kansas homesteaders had fore- 
seen war and prepared himself for it in its mod- 
ern phases. At the Command and Staff School 
at Fort Leavenworth he had led his class. He was 
an inspired student of mechanical warfare for 25 
years, and he showed his ability on the proving 
ground of the maneuvers. He made a fetish of 
foreseeing and preparing for every contingency, 
personal and professional, even to the length of 
having a perfectly normal appendix removed lest 
it flare up and smite him in a time of emergency. 

His name was such, even when he was a 
Colonel, that military correspondents made a 
point of making his acquaintance as a man who 
would be thrust to the top in the acid test of 
war. They saw him in the ruddy prime of health 
at the Louisiana maneuvers, and they saw him 
later as head of the War Plans Division in Wash- 
ington, when the ruddiness had given way to the 
ashen hue and sunken eyes of work so heavy 
that only an extraordinary constitution could 
have stood it. And they saw him later in the 
Victory parades in Paris, London and Washing- 
ton, with nothing changed of the forthrightness 
and modesty of prewar days. | 

Walter Bagehot was fairly well describing Gen. 
Eisenhower when he said: 


The soldier—that is, the great soldier— 
of today is no romantic animal, dashing at 
forlorn hopes, animated by frantic sentiment, 
full of fancies as to a love-lady or a sov- 
ereign; but a quiet, grave man, busied in 
charts, exact in sums, master of the art of 
tactics ,.. despising all manner of eclat and 
eloquence; perhaps, like Count Moltke, si- 
lent in seven languages, 


All this fits Gen. Eisenhower perfectly, with 
the notable exception that he commands a sim- 
ple eloquence and is a charming conversation- 
alist—even an inexhaustible one if the subject 
is military science or history. 

St, Louis and Missouri welcome the Chief of 
Staff and assure him of their support in the 
cause of sufficient funds for the military estab- 
lishment in a period which, as Secretary Mar- 
shall remarks, has “no genuine peace.” In this 
period we want our arms not “on order” but in 
the armory. 

Congressional pressure for every legitimate 
military economy, we applaud, but the Army and 
Navy and Air Force must not be stinted unless 
and until there are adequate guarantees of peace 
among the nations. Fortunately, this is the view 
toward which Congress seems now to be tending, 
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Diplomatic Pouch 

The Marshall-Molotov correspondence over the 
Acheson Incident suggests that diplomacy isn’t 
what it used to be, or maybe it never was. 

Mr. Molotov protested because Mr, Acheson 
mildly said, in answer to fierily provocative ques- 
tioning by Senator McKellar, that Russia’s policy 
is ‘aggressive and expanding.” Mr. Molotov said 
the statement was “inadmissible.” Evidently 
the Russians consider that the territory they 
have annexed as a result of the Second World 
War—273,947 square miles, to be inadmissible 
about it—is theirs on account of a policy of 
timidity and contraction. | 

Anyhow, Secretary Marshall replied to Foreign 
Minister Molotov that Under Secretary Acheson’s 
remarks were frank but not hostile and there- 
fore should not be considered inadmissible, Mr. 
Molotov replied that they were inadmissible, so 
there. At which point the matter stands. 

Our feeling about it is somewhat similar to 
that of the country gentleman who went with- 
out his breakfast in order to get to church on 
time, and who, on being asked by the minister 
afterward how he had liked the sermon, ex- 
pressed himself briefly but to the point. “Might 
as well et,” he said. 
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A Point for Senator Brewster 

Senator Brewster is worried because the Brit- 
ish, after borrowing nearly four billion dollars 
from the United States to get their postwar 
economy going, are spending $600,000,000 to set 
up international airways. This, the Senator 
thinks, is unfair to American aviation. 

Let's see. In international lending among free 
and equal nations, the borrower is supposed to 
put the money to what it considers the best pos- 
sible use. If Britain thinks it can get more 
international exchange by expanding its air 
routes than by other methods, it should use the 
money that way. It is a natural investment for 
a nation seeking a source of replacement for the 
dwindling revenues from passenger traffic on 
surface ships. 

American-owned airlines will have no trouble 
holding their own against British competition, or 
any other competition, if the rules of traffic and 
the allocation of routes are not rigged against 
them. The Civil Aeronautics Board and the 
State Department are supposed to be looking 
after that. 

The cold fact for Senator Brewster to ponder 
is this: Instead of fearing British economic com- 
petition from now on, the United States would 
better fear British economic weakness. Great 
Britain has been our ally in the last two wars 
and is a presumptive ally if war occurs again. 
When it comes to allies, it is better to have one 
that is economically strong. 

As for British trade competition, America’s

mass-production and technological advantages 
will draw back all the dollar exchange the Brit- 
ish Conimonwealth of Nations can manage to ac- 
quire. The maximum flow of dollar and pound 
credits will denote a trade that raises the stand- 


ard of living and enriches the economic life of - 


both powers. 
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Our Part-Time Sheriff 


Sheriff Dougherty’s latest peccadillo comes un- 
der the heading of To Heck With It. This cate- 
gory is something aside from his widespread ac- 
tivities as special envoy of the Capone mob, ac- 
cused ‘hit-and-run driver and part-time sheriff. 
It involves a correspondence school in procrasti- 
nation: F 

The Sheriff's office failed to act on the execu- 
tion of a judgment which, the Post-Dispatch dis- 
closed, was pending for more than 18 months in 
the Cdpe Girardeau Circuit Court. In fact, after 
Dougherty managed to ignore the official and 
proper demand for action, a new execution was 
obtained. But this faded away in an exchange 
of letters between the Sheriff antl the lawyer who 
was trying to obtain payment. 

Finally, under threat of suit, and in full knowl- 
edge that he hadn’t déne what a sheriff is sup- 
posed to do, Dougherty had his attorney pay the 
judgment. Why should he be bothered with judg- 
ments when he can pay them himself? 

Of course, this is expensive business for a 
sheriff, and we would like to know how he can 
afford it. But what with the Sheriff's manifold 
outside interests, and what with some of his 
deputies having been so busy holding down other 
jobs, does anyone wonder that Sheriff Dougher- 
ty can’t be bothered with official duties? 

The real question is why St. Louis should be 
bothered with Sheriff Dougherty.

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Let Congress Plug Its Own Loophole 

Should enforcers of the Food and Drug Act 
be authorized to seize food, drugs and cosmetics 
which are found in a spoiled condition after m- 
terstate shipment? The answer is an obvious 
Yes. When the original Pure Food and Drug Act 
was passed 41 years ago it provided for seizure 
of articles in the unbroken packages after ship- 
ment in interstate commerce. But in revising 
the law in 1938, Congress failed to include this 
necessary means of enforcement: 

As a result, a case has come up from Arizona 
testing the authority of agents to seize spoiled 
food. It is said to be the first test of its kind 
in the history of Pure Food and Drug enforce- 
ment. The Federal District Court dismissed the 


‘seizure action on the grounds that the food had 


come to rest and was no longer covered by the 
law. The Court of Appeals upheld the District 
Court and now the Supreme Court has refused 
to review the case, 

No time should be spent by the Government 
on asking the Supreme Court to reconsider. How 
could it be clearer that this is a job for Con- 
gress? Congress opened a loophole when it re- 
vised the law in 1938. Let Congress close its 
loophole. Further action in the courts, in the 
face of this plain situation, would be to ask the 
judiciary to perform a legislative duty, 
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Elementary Democracy 

Missouri's half-law on absentee voting disfran- 
chises citizens absent from the state on election 
day. Grammar-school judgment suggests broad- 
ening the law to admit such absentees to the bal- 
lot. Instead of using elementary wisdom, a 
House committee has voted to require the vot- 
er’s presence not only in the state but in his 
home district. As railway labor points out, this 
bill would disfranchise additional citizens whose 
occupations involve travel within the state. 

We Missourians are as ready as anyone else 
to condemn the anti-democratic poll tax of a 
few Southern states, Yet, with even less de- 
fense, a move goes forward to disfranchise citi- 
zens of Missouri. It is not as though absentee 
voting were anything novel, or as though it raised 
any great difficulty, Illinois and many other 
states have smoothly working absentee laws. Can 
anyone suggest one reason why we should be 
outdone in the elementary measures of democ- 
racy? 
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Dance 1946 


The dance entitled “Reconversion, 1946,” which 
was composed at Harris Teachers’ College, may 
be perfect choregraphically, but its series of 
“leaps and suave movements” is not entirely 
what the first postwar year brought economical- 
ly, politically or, as far as the majority of Ameri- 
cans are concerned, personally. 

There should have been several brilliant glis- 
sades backwards, ending with all concerned fall- 
ing on their faces, to signalize the ending of 
OPA and the advent of inflation.

KKK, Senator Bilbo, and the re-donning of the 
wool hat in Georgia. 

To give at least fleeting recognition to the part 
played by Washington, the principal dancers 
should have run around in circles considerably. 
The dance should have stopped in mid-course 
several times, with dancers frozen on one leg, 
bending over. or doing the split, and all of them 
with their necks out. This would have’ taken 
care of the coal, railway and steel strikes very 
nicely. 

One of the most frequently repeated move- 
ments should have been a series of plain, ordi- 
nary jerks, to represent the sellers and their 
agents in a large number of real estate transac- 
tions during the year. Right there would have 
been the place to bring in the leaps and suave 
movements, which would be performed by a 
chorus of wage-earners trying to keep one jump 
ahead of the sheriff. 

It ought to add up to the most attractive 
specimen of the terpsichorean art since the 
marathon dances of the terrible ‘twenties.

Have the Republicans Learned? 


People should and will reject G.O. P. in 1948 if it persists in pro- 
posed fiscal folly, a progressive member warns; denounces tax-cut 
strategy and says blind budget-slashing could cause another war; 
reminds colleagues that similar party policies led to 1932 debacle. 


From a Senate Speech by Wayne L. Morse of Oregon 


We are headed for serious economic trou- 
bles if we do’ not come to grips with the 
whole problem of a stable currency and a 
reduced debt. So I am perfectly willing to 
take the position which I took in the Sev- 
enty-ninth Congress. It was unpopular 
then, too, 

I happen to be a Republican who believes 
that, talk as we will, and alibi as some do, 
the Republican party cannot erase from 
its record of the 1920s the chief responsibil- 
ity for the depression of 1932, We should 
have been paying on the debt at a much 
more rapid rate than we did in the 1920s 
to avoid that disaster. We should have 
taxed ourselves out of a substantial part 
of the war debt. 

We should have been forthright enough 
as leaders of our parties to make the peo- 
ple understand that they cannot have their 
cake and eat it too. We cannot have the 
great governmental services which the 
people are constantly demanding—and many 
of which I certainly think they must have 
today—and not pay for them. 

We have got to come to grips with this 
problem. We must make up our minds 
what services we can dispense with and 
tell the people so. 


Same Mistakes Again? 


I wish I could say that my party has 
learned something from the experience of 
the 1920s. A great many of its leaders have 
but many have not. I am satisfied that the 
great rank and file of Republican voters 
have learned from the mistakes of the par- 
ty in the 1920s and do not want those mis- 
takes repeated, I think they understand 
that we cannot have our cake and eat it. 


We cannot have a huge national debt and 
a sound dollar for very long. The voters 
see that tax reduction at the cost of a 
cheapened dollar is no tax reduction at all. 
I think what they want is the strictest type 
of economy in the administration of our 
Government, I favor that, I think they 
want a substantial payment on the nation- 
al debt. I favor that. I have heard no 
proposal for a cut in the budget that would 
justify our not taking the entire cut, if we 
can make it, and applying it on the na- 
tional debt. 


It is a great fallacy to argue that the 
present tax structure is an impediment to 
production. Oh, I know that there are 
selfish business interests which are making 
that argument. But after all, the profits 
which business men are presently making 
are the result of a wartime dislocation. 
They are profiting today out of the war it- 
self, as they did during the war. 


Economy vs, Security 


I do not believe that a single dollar of 
the war profits now collected under our 
present tax structure should be returned 
to them by a tax reduction. I think they 
ought to thank their God that they live in 
a country giving them economic advan- 
tages to make the profits. They ought to 
welcome the opportunity to repay into the 
Treasury a fair share. 

Furthermore I think that in the months 
immediately ahead the American people 
will become greatly concerned about the 
entire problem of national defense and its 
relationship to the budget. Our Budget 
Committee does not know what the evi- 
dence is that justifies a reduction in the 


% 


national-defense budget. Yet it Is telling 
the nation certain billions of dollars should 
be taken from that budget, without the 
slightest conception, apparently, of what 
effect that will have on national security. 


The issue is rather simple. Either we 
shall keep America strong and in a posi- 
tion to enforce the peace until the mem- 
bers of the United Nations accustom them- 
selves to the habits of peace, or else we 
shall have war in another quarter of a cen- 
tury. I am satisfied that is inevitably true. 


I am not even sure that Hitler did not 
win this war. When we look at the intol- 
erance in Europe and here at home, the 
development of totalitarianism since V-J 
day in various parts of the world, the fact 
that today we are practically surrounded by 
police states—no honest realist can look at 
that type of world and reach a conclusion 
that we have won either the war or the 
peace. They have yet to be won. 


Selling Defense Short 


The best way to preserve the American 
system for our future generations is to re- 
main atrong. Certainly the burden of proof 
is on the budget-cutters to come forward 
with the specific details of the proposed 
slashes into the defense budget. 


Are they going to make the cuts in our 
occupation forces in Europe? To our ever- 
lasting shame we have already cut over 
there to such a point that we are not ful- 
filling the obligations we should if we mean 
to win the peace in Europe, 


I am not going to sell America short. I 
am not going to sell national defense short. 
I am not going to play politics with the 
security of my nation. I am not going to 
make a political appeal to the selfishness 
of the taxpayer, in trying to make him 
think that it is in his interest that we give 
him a substantial tax reduction. 


I want to reduce taxes just so soon as 
we can do so with safety. I am going to 
start with the lower-income groups. I am 
not going to favor the tax reduction pro- 
posed by some leaders of my party, which 
would only make the rich richer and the 
poor poorer. 


The Split in the Party 


There is a great split in the Republican 
party in regard to what the fiscal program 
of the Government should be. I think those 
of us within the Republican party who be- 
lieve that the fiscal program proposed by 
some of our leaders is good for neither the 
party nor for the country, are exhibiting 
the greatest possible loyalty to the party 
when we take issue on tax reduction, I in- 
tend to continue to take issue because I 
think it is of critical importance to the se- 
curity of this nation—economically, politi- 
cally and militarily. 


It is well that we do it now, because if 
that becomes an issue in 1948, the Ameri- 
can people will decide it in a manner which 
I am convinced will not maintain the Re- 

ublican party in power, and if we follow 
his unsound fiscal course proposed by the 
Republicans who favor a 20 per cent tax 
reduction, that should be the answer of the 
American people.

Between Book Ends 


Not-So-Holy H annah 


HANNAH MORE AND HER CIRCLE, by Mary Alden 
Hopkins. (Longmans, Green & Co., New York.) — 


Until this volume came along it would 
have been hard to believe that anyone so 
completely dead, buried and forgotten as 
that worthy old English lady of the 
eighteenth century, Hannah More, could 
possibly be resurrected, and still harder to 
believe the attempt would be worthwhile. 

Hannah More, if she-is remembered at 
all, is remembered as a pious old spinster, 
a member of the religious Clapham Sect in 
London, given to much writing and dis- 
tribution of religious tracts and other kinds 
of philanthropic activity, whom Horace 
Walpole addressed as “Dear Holy Hannah.” 
But one forgets that Hannah had a youth 
as well as an old age, and if she did not 
exactly sow any wild oats she at least had 
a good time and lived a life worth retelling. 

The author has performed the impossible 
without recourse to the lazy writer's trick, 
s0 much to be deplored, of fictionizing her 
subject. This is straight biography and no 
less readable on that account. 

Hannah, before she took to writing 
moral tracts, was a leading light of English 
society at a time when that society was at 
its most brilliant. Great and glittering 
names move freely across these pages, for 
Hannah was the atimate of them all, win- 
ning her way by her wit, charm and talent: 
the great Dr. Samuel Johnson, David Gar- 
rick, Joshua Reynolds, Boswell, Edmund 
Burke, Edward Gibbon, Sheridan. 

. . . 

Starting out in life as a country-bred 
school teacher, one of five girls in a family 
of very moderate means and never mar 
rying, she took up writing. Her career 
from that point reads like a modern suc- 
cess story. Most of her books became best 
sellers and she wrote one play that was a 
sensational hit, having an almost unheard 
of run, for those days, of 22 days at Covent 
Garden. 

When the little country girl made her 
debut in high society, sponsored by the 
great Sir Joshua, she won all hearts, par- 
ticularly those of older people whose pet 
she became. We might add, parentheti- 
cally, that she had a particular fondness 
for older men, and they for her. Johnson 
himself was one of her most ardent ad- 
mirers, holding her hand at banquets, vis- 
iting the quintette sisterhood at their 
schoolhouse home in Bristol, and even tak- 
ing her along on a visit to Oxford. 

On one occgsion when she urged the 
Doctor to take a little wine with his dinner, 
he replied: “I can’t drink a little, child. 
therefore I never touch it. Abstinence is 
as easy to me as temperance would be dif- 
ficult.” Anotker time he scolded her for 
reading “Tom Jones,” something, of course, 
which no lady should have done. Hannah 
and Boswell, we note, had a mutual antip- 
athy. 

Hannah made her home in London with 
the Garricks. David Garrick was at the 
very zenith of his fame and quite the 
greatest man in the world. A very pleasant 
story is the mutual regard of David, Mrs. 
Garrick and Hannah. We are given vivid 
sketches both of Garrick, the kindly, wise, 
tolerant man and great actor, as well as of 
that remarkable mutual admiration society 
which was the Johnson circle, Hannah be- 
ing as adept as any of them.

Actually, both are right. Union 
leaders in America emphatically 
support Stassen—verbally. But in 
their deeds they justify Senator 
3all, For current trade-union 


practices are only natural and 
right if a man’s labor is simply a 
commodity to be sold at the high- 
est possible price like any other. 

In this case, the striving for la- 
bor monopoly is as normal as any 
other monopoly. The limitation of 
apprentices, the closed shop, the 
slow-down “feather-bedding,” be- 
came proper bargaining weapons. 
The tempornry withholding of la- 
bor (strikes), the concéntration on 
giving the best for the most—re- 
gardless of consequences—just 
usual commercial practices. 

On the other hand, once work- 
men come to consider themselves 
partners in a common enterprise, 
such practices look different. Then 
anything that restricts production 
is mischief and use of labor 
monopoly to extract more at the 
expense of worker partners is an- 
antisocial.

ARTIST DECLARES ART 


MUST BE UNDERSTOOD; 


Else It Lacks Value as Lan- eo 


guage, Herbert Jackson Tells 
Forum on Brotherhood. 


Art must be understood if it is 
to be of value, Herbert Jackson, 
artist, and consultant in art for 
the St. Louis high and technical 
schools, declared yesterday at a 
forum at the Artists’ Guild, 812 
Union boulevard. Topics for the 


discussion, held in connection with 
Brotherhood Week, were “Art: 


Universal Language” and “Does 
the Study of Art Reveal Man’s 
Brotherhood?” 


“Art as language implies a re- 
ceiver as well as a sender; if the 
message is not understood it is to 
no avail,” he said. He attributed 
the virility of American art to the 
contributions of many diverse cul- 
tures but criticized the phrase 
“melting pot.” 

“That implies heat and losing 
one’s individuality,” he said, “I 
prefer the concept of a textile, 
where each strafid in warp and 
woof preserves its own sparkle 
and character and thus enriches 
the whole.” 


He discussed different kinds of 
art as determined by their aims 
—documenfary, or illustrating the 
life of a place or time; subjective, 
interpreting an object in terms of 
how the artist feels about it; 
esthetic, striving after beautiful 
Shapes or colors for their own 
sake, and utilitarian, such as de- 
signing vases or houses, 


Dean Kenneth Hudson of the 
Washington Universit# art school 
said it was a mistake to think of 
the artist as illustrator and as- 

rted the movement known as 
regionalism was in error on that 
account. He said different lan- 
guages had helped divide. the 
world but that art, being univer- 
sally understood, would unite all 
men as brothers. 

He praised the State Depart- 
ment for sending art of this na- 
tion abroad in spite of the objec- 
tion of Representative Stefan of 
Nebraska to “Circus Girl Resting,” 
by Yasuo Kuniyoshi. “After all, 
how an artist feels about his sub- 
ject is at least as important as 
its dimensions,” he added. 

Don Charpiot, teacher at the 

People’s Art Center, said all races 
are honored for artistic creations 
whereas other products often 
cause strife. John J. Kessler, mu- 
sician, told how art appreciation 
aided in achieving brotherhood in 
his own experience, mentioning 
the current guild display of the 
work of Mrs. Ganz Propper as a 
case in point. 
Others taking part in the pro- 
gram were Philip Gronemyer, Sol- 
dan High Schoo} art teacher, who, 
with his son, Lee, played violin 
duets, accompanied. by Miss Maya 
Matta, and Mrs. Jewell Humphrey, 
Negro singer, who was accompa- 
nied in three songs by J. Roy Ter- 
ry, Negro music teacher. 


MAJ. JOHN CHURCHILL DIES: 
WINSTON’S YOUNGER BROTHER 


LONDON, Feb. 24 (UP)—Maj. 
John Spencer Churchill, 67 years 
old, younger brother of the war- 


ly enough, a man of Brewster's 
mentality fails to realize that this 
is in itself a tribute to Roose- 
velt’s stature.

It is, of course, much too early

pulse of the Roosevelt family—to 
deny authorization for a film until 
the late President's contempora- 
ries were removed from the scene 
—was sound. 


But perhaps the process of pull- 
ing and hauling at a great man’s 
reputation in the quarter century 
after his death is an inevitable 
one, The Lincoln parallel is strik- 
ing: For a long time the clamor 
of partisans hid the man’s true 
greatness and his profound hu- 
manity. 


Law Needed. 


Even today, the whole truth 
about Lincoln is beyond-us. Not 
until next July will private Lin- 
coln papers left to the Library of 
Congress by his family be open to 
public inspection. The unforgiv- 
able crime is to destroy the raw 
material of history. A report ex- 
ists—and there is some evidence 
to support it—that Robert Todd 
Lincoln, son of the Civil War 
President, burned some of his fa- 
ther’s most intimate letters. 

A law covering the ownership 
of Government records and docu- 
ments would help to safeguard 
the historian’s raw material. The 
partisans in any event will have 
their day. Their shouts of praise 
and cries of denunciation will have 
little relation to the final truth. 
That can cgme only with the 
passage of time, when the stature 
of men and events is seen in its 
real relationship.

Seven bills to increase teachers’ 
pay or provide federal grants 
which Would equalize educational 
opportunities throughout the coun: 
try await congressional action. 


While the theory of the bills 
seems to have the approval of the 
Republican leadership, the ques- 
tion is how generous the leaders 
will be in handing out federal 
money. Republicans traditionally 
have supported states’ rights and 
a minimum of interference in 
state affairs by Washington. More- 
over, the Republican leadership is 
trying to perform the feat of si- 
multaneously cutting taxes, pay- 
ing off the public debt and re- 
ducing the costs of government. 

Bills in Both Chambers. 

The federal-aid bills, now pend- 
ing in the House Education and 
Labor Committee and the Senate 
Labor and Public Welfare Com- 
mittee, would authorize the Fed- 
eral Government to spend any- 
where from $150,000,000 to $1,200,- 
000,00@ yearly to supplement state 
and local payments for education.

federal-aid bill much more modest 
than the Aiken measure. 

It would authorize giving the 
states and territories $150,000,000 
for the fjscal year ending June 
30, 1948; $200,000,000 for the fiscal 
year after that, and for each suc- 
cessive fiscal year, $250,000,000. 
Although it would grant less 
money to the states than any of 
the other pending proposals, it, 
or something like it, appears to 
have the best chance of passage. 
Taft said this week he would 
appoint a subcommittee soon to 
study federal aid to education. In 
both his committee and the House 
committee, however, such work 
probably will have to wait until 
labor legislation is out of the way. 

“We cannot give equality of 
mental capacity,” Senator Taft 
said last week in a Lincoln day 
address, “but we can hope that 
every American child has reason- 
ably decent home surroundings, 
reasonable medical care and 
enough education so that he at 
least understands the opportuni- 
ties which are open to him if he 
goes further.” 

Similar Bill in House. 

A bill similar to the Taft meas- 
ure has been -introduced in the 
house by Representative Welch 
(Rep.), California. 

The Aiken proposal would au- 
thorize for the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1948, expenditure of $400,- 
000,000 yearly or £20 a pupil. This 
amount would be boosted each 
year to $600,000,000 or $30 a pu- 
pil; $800,000,000 or $40 a pupil; $1,- 
000,000,000 or $50 a pupil; and from 
(1952 on, would be fixed at $1,200,- 
000,000 or $60 a pupil. These pay- 
ments would be supplemented by 
existing state and local revenue 
sources, so a total of $100 a year 
would be spent on each pupil.

A bill by Democratic Senators 
Green and McGrath, both of 
Rhode Island, would authorize 
payment of federal funds to im- 
prove school systems and supple- 
ment teachers’ salaries. It would 
provide a grant of $15 a year 
for each public school pupil in 
the United States, Alaska, 
Hawaii and Puerto Rico. With 
about 20,000,000 students in these 
schools, the bill would cost Uncle 
Sam about $300,000,000 yearly. 

Welch warned that, unless 
teachers get more pay, “teaching 
may become a vanishing profes- 
sion.” He noted that last year 
Americans spent $7,000,000,000 for

HERE are many excellent uses 
T for the meat that cannot be re- 

moved in neat sizeable slices 
from baked ham. A few of the 
favorites are sandwich or appe- 
tizer spreads, and fillings for bis- 
cuit meat roll, ham loaf and ham 
salad provided the meat is kept 
moist, is prepared carefully, used 
promptly and is seasoned right. 
When there is only a little meat 
left on the bones, it should be 
stripped off immediately and 
wrapped tightly in waxed paper 
to keep moist, then placed in the 
refrigerator. It should be used 
within & day or two for the best 
flavor, 

Left-over ham May be put 
through the meat grinder using a 
coarse blade, or it may be chopped 
fine, using a board and heavy 
French knife or a chopping bowl 
and knife. Seasonings that are 
especially pleasing with ham are 
prepared mustard, chopped sour 
or dill pickles and a very little 
ground clove. Grated sharp cheese 
and hard cooked eggs are good 
extenders of ham to be used for 
appetizers or sandwiches. Mayon- 
naise or mayonnaise combined 
with boiled salad dressing are good 
tasty binders of ham mixtures, 

Ham Salad Sandwiches. 

One cup baked or boiled ham, 
ground, one-fourth cup finely 
chopped dill pickles, mayonnaise, 
ten slices buttered bread, 

Combine ham and pickles 
thoroughly with enough mayon- 
naise to bind them together. 
Spread on half the slices of 
buttered bread. Top with remain- 
ing’ slices and cut in half diagon- 
ally. Five sandwiches,

Pour into baking dish 
and top with meringue made by 
beating four egg whites until they 
are foamy, then gradually adding 
one-half cup sugar and continue 
beating until meringue stands up 
in soft peaks. Bake in a 400- 
degree oven for eight to 10 
minutes. Eight servings. 


How It Started

“Playing Fast and Loose.” 

E forced his neck into a 

noose, 

To show his play at fast 

and loose; 

And when he chanced t’escape 
mistook 

For art and subtlety, his luck.” 

Into those lines, penned in the 
Seventeenth Century by Samuel 
Butler, we have the key to the 
meaning of this phrase which we 
use in common speech today to 
describe one who is unreliable, 
who changes his mind, says one 
thing and does another, who suits 
his actions to the opportunity of 
the moment without consideration 
for others. 

The words describe a dishonest 
game formerly practiced on the 
“lambs” or greenhorns at country 
fairs. In olden times it was called 
“pricking the belt,” because tho 
gambler held a belt which the vic- 
tim was invited to prick with a 
skewer or sharp stick, so as to pin 
it fast to the table. This looked 
very simple, but the gambler held 
the belt in such a way that he 
could lift it loose, showing that it 
had not been pricked or fixed at 
all. 

The name “pricking the belt” 
gave way to “playing fast and 
loose,” and the.trick is known to 
have been perpetrated on inno- 
cents at fairs and amusement 
parks, within the memory of living

HERE IN MONTH, SAYS U.S. 


Food prices in St. Louis de- 
creased 1 per cent in the month 
ending Jan. 15 and the cost of liv- 
ing index dropped .1 per cent in 
the same period, it was reported 


today by the United States Depart- 
ment of Labor, 

The cost of living index was still 
17.38 per cent above Jan. 15, 1946, 
however, and 151 per cent of the 
1935-89 average. Pork prices were 
64.4 per cent above a year ago and 
beef whis up 59.8 per cent over a 
year ago. 

Food price decreases were mostly 

seasonal. They were offset, partly, 
by increases in other cost of liv- 
ing items. These included a rise 
of 2.4 per cent for fuels in the 
month ending Jan. 15, and a rise 
in the same period of .9 per cent 
in clothing. Clothing prices were 
18.4 per cent above those of Janu- 
ary a year ago,

CASE RECORDS

ASE M-249: Lola F., aged 34, is the mother of two children 
‘ in high school. “Our home life was happy until a couple 

of years ago,” she began. “My husband is 10 years older 
than I am, and has always been a good provider. He is a 
salesman and travels at lot. 

“But he always got home over the weekends. In the past 
year or so, however, he has taken to, drinking heavily. As 
soon as he comes home he gets drunk. I have tried to get 
him to stop it, but I can’t influence him at all. Dr. Crane, 
why should he stay sober until he reaches us, and then always 
get intoxicated? The children are feeling so ashamed! They 
never invite their schoolmates home any more, at least over 
the weekend. I've tried to be a good wife, and make him 
happy, so why should he act this way?” 


EXCESSIVE ape ES is x a sign of fear. It 
designates flight from something unpleasant. It is therefore 
a first cousin to suicide, the dope habit, the wanderlust, etc. 
All of these tend to indicate that the present surroundings are 
unpleasant, so the patient is trying to escape. If a person 
has a severe inferiority complex or is socially humiliated and 
shamed, then he wants to get away. He may flee to Florida 
or California; to Chicago or New York. But if this desire for 
geographical flight is checkmated, then the victim may try 
to escape into unconsciousness way of whiskey. 3 

What could be the trouble with Lola's husband? There is 
no mother-in-law dilemma, His family is respected in the 
community. He has been a good provider, and holds a job 
that pays him a fair salary. He isn’t one of those unemployed 
husbands who hides from his shame by seeking alcoholic ob- 
livion. 


HERE ARE a few common reasons why husbands may 
perform as this one does. The sight of his admiring wife and 
children might cause him to feel guilty. Of what? Could he 
have been unfaithful to his wife while on a trip? And does 
he fee] so ashamed or unworthy that he has to dope himself 
up with alcoholic beverages to blot out his memory? Quite 
possibly. 

Could he have contracted a veneral disease, of which Lola 
is ignorant, and which he is afraid to explain to her? Alcohol- 
ism also serves as a convenient “red herring” for causing a 
wife to fret about her husband’s drunkenness, and thus keeps 
her from growing suspicious of other things. 

Or could it be that he has cancer? Maybe the sight of 
his family, to whom he had previously been devoted, is fraught 
with so much pain to him when he contemplates early death, 
that he hides in drunkenness. 


OR COULD IT BE x x a, oe impotent, and is 
so humiliated in consequence that he hides behind an alcoholic 
smoke screen as a means of saving his masculine pride? 

Among the various reasons already cited, I have covered 
many of the possible explanations for this case. You may be 
able to make a shrewd guess, but would find it necessary, 
of course, to have a personal interview with Lola and her 
husband in order to make certain. 

In this case 1 found, as is so often true of drunkards past 
40 years old, that impotence was the real problem. This man’s 
sexual inability was .largely psychic, as it, generally is, so I 
counseled Lola in how to overcome it quickly.

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Concerning | 
Bidding in 
No Trumps 


By S. J. Simon 


HERE is an enormous amount 
T ot almost abysmal ignorance 

concerning the structure of 
successful no trump bidding. 
Many players seem to think that 
it is only necessary to hold a 
singleton in partner’s suit to jump 
immediately into a no trump con- 
tract, at whatever level the 
strength of their hand may indi- 
cate. For example, holding: 


Spades 8 

Hearts AK64 
Diamonds AT 52 
Clubs QJ104 


They automatically bid three no 
trump over their partner’s open- 
ing bid of one spade. And while 
it is possible that three no trump 
may prove to be the eventual best 
contract on the hand, the bid may, 
at this stage, easily turn out to 
be the worst. There is no reason 
why there should not be a slam 
in a suit and equally there is no 
reason why three no trump should 
be made. : 


x* * * 


SO THIS is not one of those 
cases where you jump directly to 
the contract you wish to be in, 
for you do not yet know what the 
contract should be, The argu- 
ment used by the “three no trump” 
bidders on this runs something as 
follows: 

“I hold hearts, diamonds and 
clubs, My partner has bid spades. 
What can I lose? But, unfortun- 
ately, it takes more than a stopper 
in each suit to make nine tricks. 
You have to establish at least 
some of the suits. And a singleton 
in the opposite hand does not 
make it any easier, 

Imagine, for example, that your 
partner holds: 


Spades 


This is a perfectly normal bid 
of one spade and it should not oc- 
cur to the opener to disturb part- 
ner’s bid of three no trump. But 
three no trump may not be made, 
whereas four hearts is almost cer- 
tainly cold. You might even make 
six. Take another simple - ex- 
ample. 

Imagine you hold: 


Spades AK J54 
Hearts 54 3 
Diamonds AQ103 
Clubs 2 


You bid one spade. Partner re- 
sponds two clubs. You bid two 
diamonds. Partner two hearts. 
You are now tempted to bid three 
no trump. You hold all the four 
suits. But stop for a moment, pic- 
ture partner’s probable hand, and 
try and count up how you can 
get nine tricks, Partner has shown 
nine cards in two suits. This does 
not leave him many cards with 
which to help establish yours. 
And you cannot help him at all. 


x *«* * 

TO MY MIND, the right bid on 
the hand at this stage is PASS. 
By now I would consider hopes of 
game on this hand pretty slim 
and two hearts seems as good a 
spot as any to stay in. But as this 
will evoke roars of rage from all 
the people who consider a change 
of suit forcing, no matter at what 
time it occurs, it is perhaps wiser 
to make the next weakest bid— 
two spades. As an outside in op- 
timism I might chance two no 
trump. But three no trump is 
quite unthinkable. 

Reflect on this. Invent other 
hands and study them for your- 
self, You will soon be convinced 
that something in your partner's 
suit is needed to help you make 
three no trump. There are 40 
points in a pack of cards, count- 
ing ace 4, king 3, queen 2 and jack 
1° With a perfect fit in each 
other’s suits, you may achieve 
three no trump with as little as 
23 points in the combined hands. 
With no fit you will find yourself 
going down on as Many as 27 or 
even 28. The moment you have 
understood the importance oi “fit” 
in no trump, an important corol- 
lary follows immediately. It is 
that a jump response in no trump 
shows a certain measure of toler- 
ance, if not actual support, for 
the original suit bid by the part- 
ner, 

In my next article, I touch on 
our second subject in this class— 
bidding misfit hands.

6¢ CUTOP, look, and listen” are 
Sine watchwords that par- 
ents and teachers try to in- 
still in the minds of all youngsters 
who must go to school through 
the obstacle course of heavy city 
traffic. But for the children who 
attend the Missouri School for 
the Blind, 3815 Magnolia boule- 
vard, it is the listening that is all 
important. In spite of the fact 
that most of them have only 
sound to guide them in boarding 
public transportation and ag 
busy thoroughfares, these blin 
students are amazingly self suffi- 
cient at getting around and are 
becoming even more proficient 
through a new course now avail- 
able to them, the Junior Red 
Cross Accident Prevention Course, 

“What we're do here,” Clif- 
ford Juedes, Red instruc- 
tor and navy veteran explained, 
“is taking the regular junior and 
adult accident prevention course 
as it is related to people with 
sight and changing it and modi- 
fying it to meet the needs here, 
It is something entirely new and 
the first time we've done it. So 
far, I find that I’m learning as 
much as I’m teaching.” 

Although the course which the 
Red Cross gives to instructors and 
which in turn they give to their 
students is usually held for larger 
groups, of 15 to 20 teachers, its 
importance in this instance is so 
obvious that the course is being 
given for two instructors, Eliza- 
beth Kirn and Alfred Eberhardt, 
physical education instructors at 
the school. On the day of our 
visit, the three instructors were 
combining forces to present an 
out-of-doors laboratory period to 
tie in with classroom work, where- 
in the students demonstrated their 
ability to cross the dangerous in- 
tersection of Spring avenue and 
Magnolia boulevard, board and get 
off the Grand Avenue street car, 
and get from the safety zone -to 
the sidewalk. 


“We've been trying to work out 
different methods for students to 
cross Grand avenue,” Eberhardt 
said, “and we often discuss the 
best methods of getting around in 
traffic. In class one day, for ex- 
ample, one boy told us he always 
waits for the crowd to cross and 
then follows. Wel!, about 25 out 
of the 30 in the class disagreed 
with that method. We discussed it 
and brought out the fact that the 
crowd might all be going against 
the light and whereas they could 
dodge traffic, a sightless person 
couldn't.” 

For many of the students, cross- 
ing streets and getting through 
traffic is no mere theoretical prob- 
lem, because many of them come 
to schoo) daily on public transpor- 
tation. One boy comes from 
may via the Lemay bus, Bellefon- 
taine and Grand street cars. Since 
morning traffic is heavy, he usu-

ally waits for someone to help him 
from the safety zone to the side- 
walk. 

“Sometimes if it’s very cold peo- 
ple pass me/up but I never have 
to wait too long. That is,” he 
grinned, “never more than five 
minutes.” 

Like most of the sightless stu- 
dents, Bill feels that confidence is 
essential and far better than over- 
cautiousness. 

“If you’re going to be worried 
you're going to make mistakes,” 
he says. “If you’re always afraid 
something's in front of you, you'll 
probably find out there is, the 
hard way. You get along better 
if you don’t think too much about 
ag 

The school, with its 119 students 
ranging in age from five to 21, is 
proud of the fact that accidents 
in as well as outside the school 
are practically non-existent. 

“We encourage them to use 
their canes, however,” Mrs. Kirn 
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said, “and we start training the 
girls in their use in the third 
grade. We practice in the lower 
halls of the school, training them 
to avoid obstructions and parti. 
tions. We're hoping to do a lot 
more with canes now that we have 
this accident prevention course.” 

“They don't always want to use 
the canes,” Eberhardt added, “but 
canes come in handy when they’re 
in unfamilfar places. Two of the 
boys were telling me of going 
downtown on a street car and get- 
ting off at Seventh and Spruce 
where the trdcks are elevated. 
They started to cut across the 
tracks, reached out with their 
canes, and nothing was there. If 
they hadn’t used their canes they 
might have taken a terrific fall.” 

While blind students are far 
more alert than the average and 
have quick reactions acquired in

Hardest Job of 30-Year Career

ITH all the enthusiasm of a 
W stage struck kid who has 

just landed his first job as a 
spear carrier in a stock company, 
veteran actor Conrad Nagel set 
out last August on the toughest 
chore of his 30-year theatrical ca- 
reer, That chore was an extended 
tour in a road company version of 
the Pulitzer Prise winning play, 
“State of the Union,” which opens 
tonight at the American Theater 
for a week’s run. 

Now, after more than six 
months of playing western towns 
and cities, dressing in_ boiler 
rooms, freezing in tank town hotels 
and rattling through the country 
on bum trains between one-night 
stands, Nagel still retains his 
original enthusiasm but admits 
he’s beginning 60 feel a bit frayed 
around the edges. 

“The last few weeks have been, 
literally, a tour de force, practi- 
cally all one-night stands,” Nagel 
sighed in that delightful voice of 
his that made him, back in the 
thirties, the idol of the movie- 
going mamas of the present 
younger generation, 

“We've stayed in the most dismal 
hotels, eaten the most awful food 
and played in the most terrible 
theaters, but somehow it has been 
more than worth it. The reception 
we have received everywhere has 
been wonderful. Some of the towns 
we played haven't seen @ flesh and 
blood actor in years and the evi- 
dent thirst of the people for ‘live 
theater’ was wonderful to see.” 

Despite the fact that he has 
lived for years in the plush pur- 
lieus of Hollywood and New York, 
while starring in the movies and

more recently on the radio, Nagel 
has taken the hardships of the 
tour like a boy going on his first 
camping trip. In one town, the 
male members of the cast of 
“State of the Union” had to dress 
in the boiler room of an old 
bullding. 

“It wasn’t too bad,” says Nagel. 
“Tt was warm and it was surpris- 
ing how handy all those levers 
and wheels and gadgets were to 
hang your clothes on. But the 
next town was awful, The men of 
the cast had to actually dress in 
the ventilating system and you 
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had to hold on to your shirt to 
keep it from being blown right 
off you.” 

Nagel believes that the tour 
proves that the American public 
is not onPy starving for “live 
theater,” but .is actually a little 
fed up with movies and radio en- 
tertainment. 


“How else,” he asks, “would 
you account for the fact that in 
some of the towns we played 
people actually advertised in the 
newspapers, offering to pay two 
and three times the price of a 
seat for a ticket to the perform- 
ance?” 

One of the greatest trials ex- 
perienced by the company of 
“State of the Union,” Nagel says, 
has been adjusting their perfor- 
mances to the varying sizes of 
the theaters in which they have 
played. He points out that many 
radical and rapid adjustments had 
to be made, sometimes from night 
to night, when they were playing 
first in a small movie theater in 
some cow town and next in a 
5,000-seat auditorium in a larger 
city. 

In addition to the mechanical 
difficulties encountered on the 
tour, the company of “State of the 
Union” has had to cope with con- 
stantly changing lines, since part 
of the sparkle of the play is de- 
rived from including in the dia- 
logue references to political news 
which the audience has that day 
read in the latest editions of the 
newspapers. Recently, two entire
